Be it through the 
effect of te cris, or from 
any other motive, the Elgiu 
company made, all of a sudden, 
a reduction on the price of their move- 
ments of 40 per cent. 10 50 per cent., so 
that all stocks of Swiss watches were 
seriousiy affected. Lever movements, 
with visibie paliets, were sold at 19 
francs. How van we meet this? Under 
such circumstances, how can we main- 
tain competition? It will be necessary 
to turn out our movements at 13 or 14 
franes to pay the custom duties and 
to leave a little margin of profit. The 
Waltham Company, however, would 
not be undone by the Elgin Company; 
they even proposed to do better. They 
announced a reduction of price from 
40 to 50 per cent. on prices already
